REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 11-14 and 21 are allowable. 

3. Applicant's amendments and arguments are satisfactory for overcoming 
the objections and rejections of the Office Action mailed on 9 October 
2007, and so these objections and rejections are withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's reasons for traversing rejections over Yokoi and Kobayashi 
with respect to amended claims presented in the latest Response are 
persuasive. Paragraph 78 of the Specification explains the compositional 
and physical property consequences of applicant's product-by-process 
limitations. The reviewed prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed 
subject matter of the claims, including the claimed compositional and 
physical properties that are claimed and expected to result from the 
claimed product-by-process limitations. 

5. Two cited references in the IDS of 20 March 2006, that was otherwise 
considered on 27 September 2007, were not indicated as being 
considered. Those references have been considered, and the 
accompanying copy of that IDS now indicates that those references have 
been considered.
